state.

R. C. Thielman of Tomahawk. 
In 


speaking of the matter, the News has 
the following to say: 


The plan as outlined by Mr. Thiel- 


mau is to have the state bear the ex- 
pense of building tho road and it is 
his intention to send petitions to the 
state legislature, asking that it pass 
a law establishing the road and pro- 
vide for the original cost aud main- 
tenance. 
Efforts will be ruade to 


interest persons along the proposed 
route—from Ashland to Milwaukee— 
takine in Merrill, VTausau, Toma- 
hawk, Stevens Poiut, Grand Bapkls, 
Portage, Madison and other cities iu 
the Wisconsin River valley. 
With 


the support of the people in these 
cities and the farmers along the 
route, there appears to be no question 
as to the ultimate outcome of the 
project. 


The reasons for the establishment 


of a state road are numerous. 
In the 


first place it would open Northern 
Wisconsin to the southern part of the 
state.

December 10. 


Counting Arizona and New Mexico 


as states, tho totals for 28 of tho 48 
states already havo been announced. 
Tho grand total for 26 of these states 
Is 00,036,759, which is a gain of 21 to 
22 per cent, over the population In 
the same states In 1900. At this rate 
of Increase tbe total population of tho 
country should bo about 91,000,000.

long spoons. If very thick add more 
slock.

not make this In the form of a recom- 
mendation, but he cites the experi- 
ence of the state of Ohio, which in- 
creased its Interest by nearly $20,000 
a year by this method, and he also 
adds that "money Is worth more In 
some sections of the state than in 
others, and the attention of tho legis- 
lature should be called to this matter 
in order that some change may be 
made in our laws which will provide 
a remedy," He declares that there 
are more requests for deposit funds 
than tho board awarding them Is able 
to handle, owing to the fact that the 
legal rate of Interest required, 2^

Mr. Dahl also reiterates his recent 


statement, made in an Interview, that 
the law regulating the sale of state 
lands should be so changed as to al- 
low purchases to be made on the part 
payment plan. 


"If the state lands suitable for agri- 


culture were sold to actual settlers on 
the basis of a small cash payment (15 
per cent, of the value), long time pay- 
ment on the balance (IB or 20 years), 
and a low rate of Interest, It Is my 
opinion that many landseekers look- 
Ing for cheap lands would locate in 
Wisconsin; while now, when tho state 
demands 'all spot cash they emigrate 
to the western states and Canada to 
seek homes. The sale of state lands 
also should be limited to a reasonable 
amount to be sold to each individual, 
and In case the land Is timbered, the 
state should restrict the cutting of 
timber to conform to the laws govern- 
ing homestead entries. There Is no 
provision made for the sale of timber 
from state lands. The commissioners 
of public lands should be authorized 
to sell the timber from state lands 
visited by forest flros when deemed 
advisable, In order to protect the prop- 
erty from total loss, when sales of 
such timber lands cannot be effected 
in time to utilize tho burned timber 
to the best advantage."

DEMON SHIPS. 


Vessels That Seemed to Be Moved by 


the Spirit of Destruction. 


There Is an old Cornish legend of a 


phantom ship wtilcb is seen in or off 
Porthcurno harbor and which, unlike 
most ghosts, has n terrifying bablt 
of pursuing any vessel which It sights. 
If it catches its victim there Is a 
collision, but no roar of inrusblng 
water. At the moment of contact the 
ghost ship vanishes into thin air, and 
the puzzled crew of the other vessel 
rub their eyes in terrlfled amazement. 


To any one who knows the legend 


the vessel that saw the phantom ship 
Is, however, doomed. Before the next 
New Year's day sho will be sunk in 
collision with another vessel or a rock. 


One wonders whether the original of 


this phantom at all resembled that 
notable and appropriately named yacht 
Satnulta. The Satanlta was a. fine and 
very powerful cutter, which originally 
belonged to Mr. C. D. Clarke and after- 
ward to Sir Maurice Fitzgerald. 


The Satanlta was a hard weather 


craft, but lot tho breeze be the least 
heavier than sho liked and she would 
bo seized with what seemed more like 
demoniacal possession than anything 
else, and oven with four men hanging 
on her helm sho would sometimes take 
charge and rush right up into the 
wind. 
She was the cause of several serious 


accidents, the worst of which hap- 
pened at the Mudhook club's regatta 
In 1894. On that occuslou sho was be- 
having In tlio most perfect fashion when 
suddenly and without tho slightest 
warning she Hung all control, and, Just 
ns a race horse will sometimes "savage" 
an opponent, she dashed In a mad 
fury at Valkyrie II. and sank her ilke 
a stone. Well was tlio Satanlta called 
the "demon" yacht. 


But It Is not only sailing ships that 


act at times in a strange and unac- 
countable fashion. Some years ago the 
British warships Pique, Mutlno, Ro- 
sarJo and Brltomart entered Klukiang 
harbor and dropped anchor in single 
file. Presently a steamer which had 
been discharging her cargo unan- 
choi-cd and began to steam out. 


She was just abreast of the war- 


ships 
when 
she 
suddenly 
made 


straight for .tho Pique. 
Tho war- 


ship's officers and men saw tho man 
at tho steamer's wheel doing all ho 
knew to keep her off, but sue flatly 
refused to answer her helm and went 
crashing Into tho Pique, smashing her 
boats and davits. 


After clearing her she went for tho 


Mutiue, but luckily did not strike her 
full. 
However, she carried tho Mu- 


tmo's bowsprit clear away. 
Not yet 


satisfied, sho mode a rush at the Ro- 
sarlo, but by superhuman efforts on 
both ships the mad steamer was pre- 
vented from doing more than graze 
tho third warship. 


Something of tho same kind was 


seen In the Thames a few years ago 
when the- British steamship Poplar, 
turning to enter her dock, was struck 
and cut down to tho water Hue by tbo 
French vessel Cordilleras. She at 
once began to fill, and the captain or-. 
dcrod full speed ahead for the purpose 
of beaching Lief. 


Instead of making for tho beach the 


Poplar mado a sudden rush in a great 
circle out into the river, smashing Into 
everything she came across. Then, as 
if filled with a spirit of revenge, sho 
made for the vessel which had so ter- 
ribly damaged her. 


The Cordilleras tried In' vain to get 


out of the way, but the Poplar smash- 
ed into her, damaging ber so severely 
that sbo, too, had to be beached.- 
Pearson's Weekly.

THE PRICE OF BUTTER, 


The discussion given to the subject 


of cost of living- has directed more or 
less attention to the federal olcotnar- 
gaiine tax and the price of butter. 
People who arc in favor of repealing1 
the present oleomargarine law have 
taken advantage of the situation to 
loudlv condemn as ''utideinocraUc and 
un-American" this burdensome tax 
on a;.pure, tvholeaome nutritious food 
product, 
' 


They conveniently forget to explain 


that .over 97 per cent of the oleomar- 
garine put upon the market is taxed at 
only one-fourth cent per pound. They 
do not explain that only that oleomar- 
g-arine tnat is artificially colored is 
taxed at teu cents per pound. 


Even if were nil taxed at tea cenis 


per pound it would have absolutely 
nothing to do with the price of butter 
after the latter reaches thirty cents a 
pound retail. It costs about fourteen 
cents a pound to produce the very best 
grade of oleomargarine. Add to this a 
ten cent tax and the cost of production 
would be twenty-four cents. The pro- 
duct could be retailed at thirty cents 
at a handsome prolit to manufacturer 
and retailer. 
Looking at the question 
from any 


view point it is clearly seen that the 
oleomargarine law 
has 
absolutely 


nothing to do.with the price of butter. 


The dairy interests of the country 


are not enjoying any benilit through 
oleomargarine legislation except as 
the integrity of the industry is main- 
tained. 
In this evcrv honest'Citiz.cn 


should feel a keen interest. He should 
also understand that the cITort

forth by the niatiuf.-icturcs of oleomar- 
garine to secure legislation which will 
make it eas3' for men to commit frauu 
in selling oleomargarine is not inspir- 
ed by love for the "poor man \vlio 
wants a cheap substituHe for butter."

are more requests for deposit funds 
than the board awarding them Is able 
to handle, owing to the fact that the 
legal rate of interest required, 2V4 
per cent, is so low. 


Mr. Dahl also reiterates his recent

ing for cheap lands would locate in 
Wisconsin; while now, when the state 
demands 'all spot cash' they emigrate 
to the western states and Canada to 
seek homes. The sale of state lands 
also should be limited to a reasonable 
amount to be sold to each individual, 
and in case the land is timbered, the 
state should restrict the cutting of 
timber to conform to the laws govern- 
ing homestead entries. There Is no 
provision made for the sale of timber 
from state lands. The commissioners 
of public lands should be authorized 
to sell the timber from state lands 
visited by forest fires when deemed 
advisable, in order to protect the prop- 
erty from total loss, when sales of 
such timber lands cannot be effected 
in time to utilize the burned timber 
to the best advantage."

Sooth American Dlrd With •• 
Extremely Lurife BUI. 


A queer kind la tbe totfcan. It seems 


to have been made expressly to tako 
charge of Its Luge bannim shaped 
beak, which In some specks Is fully 
aeven inched In length ami moro than 
two inches in width—cutli-pJy out of 
proportion to its comparatively small 
body. This beak is tho most brilliant 
possession of the toucan, belli? orange 
and black, scarlet and yellow or green 
and red, according to tho sj>ocies of tba 
bird. 


Its home is in the wild South Ameri- 


can woods, where, mingled with tho 
•creaming of parrots, macaws and oth- 
er tropical birds, is hennl Its monoto- 
nous cry, "Tucono,' tucuno!" 
from 


which ita name is probably derived. It 
la a fruit eater, and, climbing among 
the branches, it gathers its food with 
Its long beak, whose strength no stem 
can rtslat 


The toocan nests in tree*, and it is 


ancertftln whether it excavates ite bur- 
row or builds In a natural cavity. 
Nothing more comical can bo imagined 
than tho head of this creature, with ita 
sparkling eyes and enormous, gnyly 
colorad book, appearing from a hollow 
In tho trunk of some forest monarch. 
It la Bftid that the young birds are sub- 
ject to tho attacks of monkeys uud 
blrda of prey and that wh*n the parent 
bird la alarmed all she has to do is to 
poke her head out of the aperture 
loading to the nest. 
The asstllant, 


seeing ro huge a bill, fancies an animal 
of corresponding size behind it und 
leaves without bowing or saying fare- 
well 


Toucans are sociable birds and go in 


large flocks. They make common cause 
agnlnst their enemies, such as owls 
and falcons, which they surround and 
taob, aa the rooks do In England. Hav- 
ing thus no need for protection, they 
are noisy and clamorous, like parrots 
and monkeys. 


The plumage is generally black, bxit 


the throat is white, tinged with yellow 
itnd commonly edged beneath with rod. 
The toll is nearly square or moderately 
rounded, with tho upper feathers red 
and the lower scarlet. Alternations of 
the.brighter colors are displayed in the 
feathers of tho throat, the breast and 
the tall. 


The bird is kept easily In confine- 


ment. Some of its brilliant tints aro 
rery fleeting, and they often leave lit- 
tle or no trace after death, so that lit- 
tle idea of its twauty can be obtained 
from a stuffed specimen.

France. 
A rather strong wind was 


Wowing and wheu tbe machine bead- 


ed Into the wind the right wing sud- 
denly broke and the monoplane fell 
to the ground. This I* the flrst acci- 
dent which ha* occurred owing to the 
collapse of an aeroplane when In the 
air. However, some time ago a simi- 
lar accident happened to 
Aeronaut 


Latham, but without dlsastrou* 
re- 


sult*. 


One wing of bis monoplane broke 


off and stood almost at right ancle* 


to the other wing, yet by leaning to 
one aide and warping the remaining 
wing, Latham wa* able to guide hi* 
machine down In circlet and bring U 
safely to the ground. After repairing 
the wine he attached It in such a way 
that when he wa* up, in the air he 
could pull a cord and cause the wing 
to break off a* before. 
He did this, 


and came down a second time with 
the wing broken, simply to demon- 
strate that a broken wing did not nec- 
essarily mean disaster. 


In th* machine used hy Latham the 


wing* are secured 
separately to 


mast so that the breaking of one does 
not affect the other. l» the 
Del*- 


grange monoplane the wings are con- 
nected together over a tripod, th* re- 
sult being that If one break* th* oth 
er collapses, and the machine 1* sur* 
to be dashed to the ground.

DEMON SHIPS. 


Vessels That Seemed to Be Moved by 


the Spirit of Destruction. 


There is an old Cornish legend of a 


phantom snip which is seen in or off 
'orthcurno harbor ana which, unlike 
most ghosts, has a terrifying habit 
if pursuing any vessel which it sights. 
If It catches its victim there is a 
collision, but no roar of Inrushing 
water. At the moment of contact the 
ghost ship vanishes into thin ah-, and 
the puzzled crew of the other vessel 
rub their eyes in terriSed amazement 


To any one who knows the legend 


the vessel that saw the phantom ship 
s, however, doomed. Before the next 
S'ew Tear's day she will be sunk in 
collision with another vessel or a rock. 


One wonders whether the original of 


this phantom at all resembled that 
notable and appropriately named yacht 
Satanita. The Satanita was a. fine and 
very powerful cutter, which originally 
belonged to Mr. C. D. Clarke and after- 
ward to Sir Maurice Fitzgerald. 


The Satanita was a hard weather 


craft, but let the breeze be the least 
heavier than she liked and she would 
3e seized with what seemed more like 
demoniacal possession than anything 
else, and even with four men hanging 
on her helm she would sometimes take 
charge and rush right up into the 
wind. 
She was the cause of several serious 


accidents, the worst of which hap- 
pened at the Mudhook club's regatta 
in 1894. On that occasion she was be- 
having in the most perfect fashion when 
suddenly and without the slightest 
warning slie tiung all control, and, just 
as a race horse will sometimes "savage" 
an opponent, she dashed in a mod 
fury at Valkyrie II. and sank her like 
a stone. Well was the Satanita called 
the "demon" yacht. 


But it is not only sailing ships that 


act at times in a strange and unac- 
countable fashion. Some years ago the 
British warships Pique, Mutinc, Eo- 
sario and Britomart entered Kiukiang 
harbor and dropped anchor in single 
ffle. Presently a steamer which had 
been discharging her 
cargo vman- 


chored and began to steam out. 


She was just abreast of the war- 


ships 
when 
she 
suddenly 
made 


straight for the Pique. 
The war- 


ship's officers and men saw the man 
at the steamer's wheel doing ail he 
knew to keep her off, but she flatly 
refused to answer her belm and went 
crashing into the Pique, smashing her 
boats and cl.ivits. 
After clearing her she went for the 


Mutlne, but luckily did not strike her 
full. 
However, she' carried the Mu- 


tine's bowsprit clear away. 
Not yet 


satisfied, she made a rush at the Ro- 
sario but by superhuman efforts on 
both ships the mad steamer was pre- 
vented from doing more than graze 
the third warship. 
Something of the same kind was 


seen in the Thames a few years ago 
when the- British steamship Poplar, 
turning to enter her dock, was struck 
and cut down to the water line by the 
French Vessel Cordilleras. 
She at 


once began to nil, and the captain or-, 
dered full speed ahead for the purpose 
of beaching her. 
Instead of making for the beach the 


Poplar made a sudden rush in a great 
circle out into the river, smashing into 
everything she came across. Then, as 
t£ filled with a spirit of revenge, she 
made for the vessel which had so ter- 
ribly damaged her. 
The Cordilleras tried in' vain to get 


out of the way, but the P,oplar smash- 
ed into her, damaging her so severely 
that she, too, had to be beached.— 
Pearson's Weekly.

A Fish Out of Wator.' 


Many people think that fish when 


taken out of the water die because air 
has a fatal effect on them. The real 
reason, however, is that their delicate 
gill filaments or membranes become 
dry and stick together, so that no air 
can pass between them. Thus they 
lose the power to imbibe necessary 
oxygen, and the circulation of their 
blood stops.

It was signed by Roger Conant and 
48 other church members. 


On July 4, 1GG7, tbe subject of tho 


petition was again considered and 
unanimous consent was given. Aug. 28 
of tho same year Mr. Hale accepted a 
call, and on Sept. 27 ho was ordained, 
Previous to tho ordination exorcises 
the church was organized. 


Tho following provision was made 


by the society for Dr. Halo's support. 
His salary was to bo £70 a year with 
20 cords of firewood. 
It was further 


agdoed that ho should have the uso 
of a now hou«o, two acres of land to 
bo fenced In, an much meadow 
as 


boro about four loads of hay and tho 
benefit of tho pasturing during the 
tlmo that ho remained with them In 
tho ministry. 


In 1GOO Mr. Halo was Invited by tho 


ffoncral court to Join the expedition 
against Canada as chaplain. This wati 
strongly objected to on the part of 
tho parish, but tho objection did not 
soem to have weight and ho went.

THE PRICE OF BUTTER. 


The discussion given to the subject 


of cost of living- has directed more or 
less attention to the federal olcomar- 
iraiine tax and the price of butter. 
People who are in favor of repealing 
the present oleomargarine lau- have 
taken advantage of the situation to 
loudlv condemn as "undemocradc and 
nn-Atncrican" this burdensome tax 
on aipure, ivholeaome nutritious food 
product. 
They conveniently forget to expl^i 


that .over 97 per cent of the ol.soma.r 
garine put upon the market is taxed a 
only one-fourth cent per pound. The 
do not explain that only that oleoma 
g-arine tnat is artificially colored 
taxed at ten cents per pound.

THE PRICE OF BUTTER. 


The discussion (riven to the subject 


of cost of living has directed more or 
less attention to the federal oleoimir- 
parinc tax and the price of butter. 
People who arc in favor of repealing 
the present oleomargarine law have 
taken advantage of the situation to 
loudly condemn as "undemocratic and 
nti-Arnericari" this burdensome tax 
on a pure, wholeaome nutritious food 
product. 
They conveniently forget to explmn 


that over 97 per cent of the oleomar- 
garine put upon the market is taxed at 
only one-fourth cent per.pound. They 
do not explain that only that oleomar- 
garine that is artificially colored is 
taxed at ten cents per pound. 


Ii)ven if were all taxed at ten cents 


per pound it would have absolutely 
nothing to do with the price of butter 
after the latter reaches thirty cents a 
pound retail. It costs about fourteen 
cents a pound to produce the very best 
grade of oleomargarine. Add to this a 
ten cent tax and the cost of production 
would be twenty-four cents. The pro- 
duct could be retailed at thirty cents 
at a handsome profit to manufacturer 
and retailer. 
Looking at the question 
from any 


view point it is clearly seen that the 
oleomargarine law 
has 
absolutely 


nothing to do with the price of butter. 


The dairy interests of the country 


arc not enjoying any benifit through 
oleomargarine legislation except _ns 
the integrity of the industry is main- 
tained. In this even- honest cltiaen 
should feel a keen interest. He should 
also understand that the effort 
put 


forth by the manufactures of oleomar- 
garine to secure legislation which will 
make it easy for men to commit^ fraud 
in selling oleomargarine is not inspir- 
ed by love for the "poor man who 
wants a cheap substltuttc for butter." 


The whole proposition may be thus 


summed up: 
oleomargarine is now 


made to taste and smell something 
like butter. 
The manufacturers and 


and a few retail dealers want' the 
privilege of putting it upon the mar- 
ket so that it will look like butter, 
thus making it easy to commit fraud.

Old English Recipe For the Fam&ut 


Qoupe a la Crecy. 


In the "Illustrated London Cookery 


Book," by Frederick Bishop, late.cul- 
Biner to St. James' palace, Earl Grey, 
the' Marquis of Stafford, Baron Roth- 
schlld, -. Earl Norbury, Captain Dun- 
combe and many of the first families 
of Great Britain (1852), we find .this 
recipe for soupe u la Crecy: 


"Cut half a 'pound of lean ham in 


dice, three onions, four turnips, twelve 
carrots (the outer side red only), a head 
of celery, a fagot of sweet herbs, two 
blades of mace, six cloves, a bay leaf 
and half a pound of salt butter. 
Fry 


all down In a stowpan until they get a 
little brown; then add some second 
stock and stew until all the roots are 
quite tender; then rub it through a 
tammy sieve or tammy cloth with two 
long spoons. If very thick add more 
stock. Season with cayenne and black 
peppor and salt and a good bit of sug- 
nr. 
Send up on a napkin some nice 


fried brand cut In small dice nnd not 
greasy." 


Tills Is far less elaborate than It 


sounds and Is, Indeed, in the, main tho 
recognized recipe for the royal soup. 
The spice is, If anything, a _ trifle over- 
done, and the carrots want to be well 
chosen, as- the slightest stringiness de- 
B,troys -the homogeneity of the com- 
pound. The bread dice are important 
and should bo fried in the 'very best 
butter or superlatively good olivo oil.—

CORDITE. 


Made 
of Two 
Powerful 
Explosive* 


Kneaded Into Paste. 


Cordite Is tho outcome of the strange 


paradox that If you mix together two 
powerful explosives the result is a 
smokeless slow burning powder. Ni- 
troglycorln and gun cotton mixed to- 
gether' willi a little petroleum jelly 
make cordite. It is curious to see the 
two deadly explosives being kneaded 
together- Into a paste by women with. 
tho same unconcern as dougb is knead- 
ed for bread. Indeed, machines simi- 
lar to those used In bakeries take up 
tho work and knead the buff colored 
cordite paste for seven hours. Then it 
Is forced .through molds and issues in 
long cords— hence the name cordite— 
tho thickness of which is varied ac- 
cording to the weapon in which It is 
to be used, 


For big guns cordite is half an incn 


thick nnd cut Into lengths of tuirty- 
seven inches. 
Rather more than a 


thousand of these cordite sticks pack- 
ed In two bundles make up the car- 
tridge for a twelve inch gun. For the 
rifle cordite Is pressed Into a very thin 
string, like tho finest macaroni, and 
sixty of these strands one Inch and a 
half long make tho neat little bundle 
which lies Inside the cartridge case. 
For some European armies cordite Is 
made in flat thin strips like whnle- 
bone.

A queer kind Is tbe -toucan. It swan 


to have been made exprossly to tnUfl 
cliarge of Its huge bnnann .shupei! 
beak. wUlch In some species is fully 
•even Inchc* In lenptiJ »n'! more than 
two Inches In -width—entirely out of 
proportion to Its comparatively small 
body. TMn beak Is the most brilliant 
possession of the toucan, beuis omnjic 
and black, scarlet and yellow or green 
and red, according: to the species of the 
bird. 
Its home Is In tbe -wild South Ameri- 


can woods, where, mingled with tho 
•creaming of parrots, macaws and oth- 
er tropical birds. Is benrtl Its monoto- 
nous cry, "Tucano, tucuno!" 
from 


which Its name Is probably derived. It 
la a fruit eater, and, climbing among 
the branches, It gathers its food with 
Its loos beak, whose strength no stem 
rnTi r*«lJt 


The toncan nests In tree*, and It 1» 


oncertaln whether it excavates Its bur- 
row or builds In a natural cavity. 
Nothing more comical can be Imairiiieu 
thun the head of this creature, with Its 
sparkling eyes and enormous, gnyly 
colored beak, appearing from a hollow 
In the trunk of some forest monarch. 
It la said that the young birds are sub- 
ject to the attacks of monkeys and 
birds of prey and that when the parent 
bird l» alarmed all she bas to do is to 
poke her head out of the aperture 
leading to the nest. 
The assailant 


seeing ro huge a bill, fancies an animal 
of corresponding size behind It and 
leaves wlthi'Nt bowing or saying fare- 
well. 
Toucans are sociable birds and BO in 


large flocks. They make common cause 
against their enemies, such as owls 
und falcons, which they surround and 
toob, as the rooks do in England. Hav- 
ing thus no need for protection, they 
are noisy and clamorous, like parrots 
and monkeys. 


The plumage Is generally black, but 


{he throat Is white, tinged with yellow 
and commonly edged beneath with red. 
The tall la nearly square or moderately 
rounded, with the upper feathers red 
and tbe lower scarlet. Alternations of 
the.brighter colors are displayed in the 
feathers of the throat, the breast and 
the tall. 


The bird Is kept easily In confine- 


ment. Some of Its brilliant tints ar« 
rery fleeting, and they often leave lit- 
tle or no trace after death, so that Ht- 
tle Idea of Its baauty can bo obtained 
from a stuffed specimen.

He, how- 
ever,' rises punctually every morning at 8 and mute- 
ly allows himself to be dressed by his valet. He 
has a holy horror of soap and water, and of hav- 
ing his hair and nails cut, so that servants have 
to await patiently a favorable day for these opera- 
tions, when the poor patient is in a state of com- 
plete apathy. King Otto smokes incredible quan- 
tities of cigarettes and is always puffing away save 
when he is absorbed In-his favorite pastime of 
studying the operatic music of his pet composer 
Verdi 
Often he causes the castle to resound all 


day long with the melodies of "Rlgoletto.

A good deal of historic Interest centers In *ome 


of the committee room* of the senate. The pres- 
ent senate, wing of the Capitol was not completed un- 
til the year 1859, but there are several commltleo 
room* still located In tho old part of Ihe groat build- 
Ing. Even In the new *ectlon there aro two or 
throe rooms which have witnessed stirring sconea. 
In the room of tho committee on terrllorle* for In- 
stance, a body of which Senator Beveridge of In- 
diana Is the chairman, there were held Ihe hearings 
on tho Kansas-Nebraska bill and on other "tree or 
slave sol) stale" mailers. In the room of the com- 
mittee on privileges and elections, of which Sena- 
tor Burrows of Michigan Is the chairman, many 
senator* have had what might be called grand 
jury hearings on tho question of their right to their 
neat*. The Utah cane* have beon heard here, and.

He 
has a holy horror of soap and water, and of hav- 
ing hi* hair and nails cut, 10 that servants have 
to await patiently a favorable day for these opera- 
tion*, when the poor patient 1* In a itate of com- 
plete apathy. King Otto smokes Incredible quan- 
tities of cigarette* and U always puffing away save 
when be 1* absorbed In hli favorite pastime of 
•tudylng the operatic music of hli pet composer, 
Verdi. Often he causes the castle to reiound all 
day long with the melodies ot "Rlgoletto." 


The diplomat relate! that the first symptom ot 


brain decay tn the young prince, till then so 
bright, forceful and courageoui, wai manifested 
during the Franco-German war.

RED CROSS SEAL IN HISTORY 


Fieverly, 
Mass. — Tbe 
Unitarian 


church of Beverly la located on Cabot 
Htroet In tho central part ot the city. 
For some years the parish was con- 
nected with 3a.Iem. 


In tho winter of 1086 the people of 


the Beverly parish sent a petition to 
the Salera people stating that they 
wished to form a parish of their own 
In Beverly and to erect a house of 
worship. 
The petition was received. 


It was signed by Roger Cocant and 
48 other church members. 


On July 4, 1667, the subject of the 


petition. wu& again considered and 
uiiunlmoufi consent was given. Aug. 28 
of tho same year Mr. Hale accepted a 
call, and on. Sept. 27 he was ordained. 
Previous to the ordination exercises 
the church was organized. 


The following provision was made 


by the society for Dr. Hale's support. 
Ills salary was to be £70 a year with 
30 cords of firewood. It was further 
agdeed that he should have the use 
of a new house, two acres of land to 
be fenced In, as much meadow as 
born about four loads of hay and the 
benefit of tho pasturing during the 
time that ho remained with them In 
tho ministry. 


In 1690 Mr. Halo was Invited by the 


general court to join tho expedition 
against Canada as chaplain. This was 
strongly objected to on the part of 
tho parish, but the objection did not 
seem to havo weight and he went. 
Mr. Hale died May 
15, ]700, 
and 


Thomas Blower of Cambridge suc- 
ceeded him, being- ordained Oct. 20, 
3701. 
The first meeting house was built 


in 1656, near the site of the present 
v-estry.

THE PRICE OF BUTTER. 


The discLtssioti g-iven to the subject 


of cost of living has directed more or 
less attention to the federal oleomar- 
garine tax and the price of butter. 
People who are in favor of repealing" 
the present oleomargarine law have 
taken advantage of the situation to 
loudly condemn as "undemocratic and 
nti-Americau" this burdensome 
tax 


on a pure, wholeaomc nutritious food 
product. 
They conveniently forget to expum 


that over 
CJ7 per cent of the oUomar- 


g-iiriric put upon the market is taxed at 
only one-fourth cunl per.pound. They 
do not explain that only that oleomar- 
garine that is artificially colored is 
taxed at ten cents per pound. 


Even if were all taxed at ten cenls 


per pound it would have absolutely 
nothing to do with the price of butter 
after the latter reaches thirty cents a 
pound retai.1. It costs about fourteen 
cents a pound to produce the very best 
grade of oleomargarine. Add to this a 
ten cent tax and the cost of production 
would be twenty-four cents. The pro- 
duct could be retailed at thirty cents 
at a handsome profit to manufacturer 
and retailer. 
Looking at the question 
from 
any 


view point it is clearly seen that the 
oleomargarine law 
has 
absolutely 


nothing- to do with the price of butter. 


The dairy interests of the country 


are not enjoying- any benifit through 
oleomargarine legislation except as 
the integrity of the industry is main- 
tained. In this every honest citixert 
should feel a keen interest. He should 
also understand that the effort 
put 


forth by the manufactures of oleomar- 
g-arine to secure legislation which will 
make it easy for men to commit fraud 
iu selling- oleomargarine is not inspir- 
ed by love for the "poor man who 
wants a cheap substitute for butter." 


The whole proposition may be thus 


summed up: 
oleomargarine is now 


made to taste and smell something: 
like butter. 
The manufacturers and 


and a few retail, dealers 
want- the 


privilege of putting it upon the 
mar- 


ket so that it will look like butter, 
thus making- it easy to commit fraud. 


Every good citizen should be inter- 


terested in effective poor food leg-is- 
lation and the oleomargarine law is 
just such legislation—no more, no less.

Old English Recipe For the Fame u» 


Soupe a la Crecy. 


In the "Illustrated London Cookery 


Book," by Frederick Bishop, late cul- 
Biner to St. James' palace. Earl Grey, 
the Marquis of Stafford, Baron Roth- 
schild. -. Earl Korbory, Captain Dun. 
combe and many of the flrst families 
of Great Britain (1S02), we find this 
recipe for soupe a la Crecy: 


"Cut half a pound of lean ham in 


dice, three onions, four turnips, twelve 
carrots (the outer side red only), a head 
of celery, a fagot of sweet herbs, two 
blades of mace, six cloves, a bay leaf 
and half a pound of salt butter. Fry 
all down in a stewpan until they get a. 
little brown; then add some second 
stock and stew until all the roots are 
quite tender; then rub it through a 
tammy sieve or tammy cloth with two 
long spoons. If very thick add more 
stock. Season with cayenne and black 
pepper and salt and a good bit of sug- 
ar. 
Send up on a napkin some nice 


fried bread cut iu small dice and not 
greasy." 
This is far less elaborate than It 


sounds and is, indeed, in the, main the 
recognized recipe for the royal soup. 
The spice Is. if anything, a trifle over- 
done, and the carrots want to be well 
chosen, as- the slightest stringlness de- 
stroys the homogeneity of the com- 
pound. The bread dice are important 
and should be fried in the'very best 
butter or superlatively good olive oil.— 
Pall Mall Gazette.

Kneaded Into Paste. 


Cordite is the outcome of the strange 


paradox that if you mix together two 
powerful explosives the result is a 
smokeless slow burning powder. Ni- 
troglycerin and gun cotton mixed to- 
gether' with a little petroleum jelly 
make cordite. It is curious to see the 
two deadly explosives being kneaded 
together into a paste by women with 
the same unconcern as dough is knead- 
ed for bread. Indeed, machines simi- 
lar to those used ill bakeries take up 
the work and knead the buff colored 
cordite paste for seven hours. Then it 
Is forced through molds and issues in 
long cords—hence the name cordite— 
the thickness of which is varied ac- 
cording to the weapon in which it is 
to be used. 
For big guns cordite is half an incn 


thick and cut into lengths of thirty- 
seven inches. 
Rather more than a 


thousand of these cordite sticks pack- 
ed in two bundles make up the car- 
tridge for a twelve inch gun. For the 
rifie cordite is pressed into a very thin 
string, like the finest macaroni, and 
sixty of these strands one inch and a 
half long make the neat little bundle 
which lies inside the cartridge case. 
For some European armies cordite is 
made in flat thin strips like whale- 
bone. Kept away from fire, cordite 
can be handled with impunity.—Lon- 
don Graphic. 


Mountains of Moab. 


Most travelers who visit the Holy 


Land content themselves with a visit 
to that restricted part west of Jordan. 
The mountainous regions of Moab as 
seen by' them from Jerusalem are lost 
in a purple haze that constantly hangs 
over them, and the great stretches be- 
yond are covered in mystery.
